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Cold  storage  holdings  of 
turkey  reached  a  record  551 
million  pounds  on  November  1, 
1967.  Buildup  in  1966  and  again 
in  1967  reflected  record  tur- 
key crops  in  those  years.  A 
16  percent  drop  in  the  1968 
turkey  crop  resulted  in  lower 
cold  storage  holdings.  By  July 
I,  1969,  stocks  had  dropped 
to  the  lowest  for  the  date 
since  1966.  Stocks  increased 
seasonally  during  July  and  on 
August  1  totaled  168  million 
pounds,  down  from  a  year 
earlier.  With  a  1969  turkey 
crop  about  the  same  as  last 
year,  cold  storage  stocks  this 
fall  may  be  near  the  1962-66 
average.

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SUMMARY* 


Production  the  rest  of  1969  is  expected 
to  be  up  slightly  from  1968  for  eggs  and  signi- 
ficantly for  broilers,  but  little  changed  for 
turkeys.  Price  prospects  compared  with  recent 
months  are  for  some  increase  for  eggs,  a 
further  easing  for  broilers,  and  a  pickup  for 
turkeys  on  the  strength  of  seasonally  increas- 
ing demand.  Egg  prices  will  likely  average 
near  year-earlier  levels,  with  broilers  and 
turkeys  above. 

Egg  production  the  first  8  months  of 
1969  was  down  2  percent,  with  only  May, 
June,  and  August  showing  increases.  Fewer 
layers  than  last  year  and  a  reduced  rate  of 
lay  in  most  months  have  been  responsible. 
However,  production  this  fall  is  expected  to 
exceed  last  year.  The  size  of  the  laying  flock 
may  average  near  last  year.  But  the  rate  of 
lay  is  expected  to  be  above  last  year's  re- 
latively low  rate.  With  more  pullets  added  to 
the  laying  flock  and  increased  slaughter  of 
older  birds,  the  laying  flock  will  be  younger 
and  more  productive. 

Prices  received  by  producers  for  eggs 
rose  sharply  in  July  to  the  highest  level  in 
a   decade  as   extremely  hot  weather  caused 


shortages  in  some  areas.  Market  receipts 
were  more  normal  during  most  of  August, 
and  prices  were  down  from  the  previous  month 
but  still  well  above  a  year  earlier.  Prices 
recovered  later  in  the  month  and  in  the  first 
week  of  September  averaged  near  the  July 
high  and  slightly  above  a  year  earlier.  Prices 
to  producers  this  fall  are  expected  to  average 
above  summer  levels,  as  production  declines 
seasonally,  and  may  average  near  the  rela- 
tively high  levels  of  last  falL 

Broiler  meat  output  for  January-July  was 
8  percent  above  a  year  earlier.  Number  of 
birds  slaughtered  was  up  7  percent  and  aver- 
age weight  increased  over  1  percent.  Weekly 
broiler  output  in  August  averaged  10  percent 
above  a  year  earlier,  and  for  the  rest  of  the 
year  likely  will  continue  substantially  above 
1968  levels.  Increased  chick  placements  and 
eggs  in  incubators  suggest  6  to  8  percent 
larger  marketings  through  November. 

Wholesale  prices  for  ready-to-cook  broil- 
ers in  9  cities  averaged  29.6  cents  per  pound 

*  The  summary  of  this  report  was  released  September 
11,  1969. 
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for  January-August,  7  percent  above  a  year 
earlier.  Prices  increased  in  July,  then  fell 
some  in  August.  Although  holding  above  1968 
levels,  prices  will  remain  under  pressure  from 
expected  large  supplies  of  broilers  and  red 
meats.  So  far  in  1969,  high  prices  for  com- 
peting meats  lent  strength  to  broilers.  But 
beef  cattle  prices  have  declined  from  summer 
highs  and  may  ease  further  this  fall  as  the 
larger  number  of  cattle  in  feedlots  moves 
to  market,  and  hog  prices  are  expected  to 
decline  seasonally.  Prices  of  cattle  and  hogs 
will  still  be  above  year-ago  levels. 

The  106.4  million  turkeys  being  raised 
this  year  will  total  about  the  same  as  in  1968. 
But  there  are  more  heavy  breed  birds,  and 
fewer  of  the  light  breed.  So  turkey  meat  pro- 
duction likely  will  slightly  exceed  last  year. 
Heavy  breeds,  which  make  up  almost  90  per- 


cent of  the  crop,  increased  by  1.8  million 
birds,  about  the  same  as  the  decrease  for 
light  breeds.  In  January-July  slaughter  of  young 
turkeys  was  up,  but  output  of  fryer-roasters 
and  old  turkeys  was  down.  Turkey  meat  pro- 
duction was  up  6  percent  from  a  year  earlier. 

Prices  received  by  turkey  producers 
through  August  were  above  the  low  levels  of 
a  year  earlier.  Large  cold  storage  stocks 
early  in  the  year  tempered  the  price  advances. 
Cold  storage  stocks  have  since  been  pulled 
down  to  more  normal  levels.  On  August  1 
they  were  26  percent  below  a  year  ago,  but 
still  above  the  1962-66  average.  With  smaller 
stocks  and  about  the  same  output  as  last  year, 
turkey  prices  are  expected  to  strengthen  into 
the  fall  and  to  average  at  least  moderately 
above  the  21.2  cents  of  last  October-December. 


SITUATION  AND  OUTLOOK 


EGGS 


Recent  Situation 

Production— Egg  production  most  of  this 
year  has  been  running  below  that  of  1968. 
Output  for  the  first  8  months  totaled  128  mil- 
lion cases,  down  nearly  2  percent.  Production 
in  January  was  down  4  percent,  But  output 
increased  each  month  relative  to  the  previous 
year,  through  spring  and  in  May,  June,  and 
August  exceeded  year-earlier  levels. 

Lower  output  this  year  resulted  from 
fewer  layers  and  a  reduced  rate  of  lay  in 
most  months.  For  January-August  there  were 
an  average  of  311  million  layers  on  farms— 
1,5  percent  below  the  same  months  of  1968. 
Eggs  produced  per  layer  during  the  first  8 
months  averaged  18.6  per'  month  almost  the 
same  as  a  year  earlier.  The  rate  of  lay  was 
below  a  year  earlier  each  month  except  in 
May,  June,  and  August. 

Prices— Egg  prices  fell  sharply  in  early 
August  after  reaching  their  highest  mid-July 
price  in  over  a  decade.  The  sharp  rise  in 
July  reflected  a  temporary  shortage  of  shell 
eggs  in  some  areas  largely  as  a  result  of 
extremely  hot  weather.  By  mid-August  the 
shell  egg  supply  was  adequate  to  meet  the 
demand  at  prevailing  prices  and  a  temporary 
over-supply  developed  in  some  areas,  causing 


prices  to  decline.  Price  recovery  restored 
prices  to  near  the  July  high,  and  to  levels 
generally  above  a  year  earlier. 

Prices  received  by  producers  for  eggs 
averaged  35.5  cents  per  dozen  in  mid-August, 
2  cents  below  mid-July  but  above  the  34.3 
cents  in  August  1968.  Wholesale  prices  in 
major  markets  reached  a  high  during  the 
last  week  of  July  then  declined  sharply.  For 
example,  the  Chicago  wholesale  price  for  large 
eggs  (80  percent  Grade  A)  reached  40.4  cents 
a  dozen  on  July  25,  then  declined  10  cents 
by  mid-August.  Subsequently,  prices  at  Chicago 
have  recovered  and  averaged  48.6  cents  a 
dozen  for  the  first  week  in  September  com- 
pared with  48.1  cents  a  year  earlier. 

The  egg-feed  price  ratio  in  January-August 
averaged  nearly  a  fourth  above  the  same  months 
of  1968.  The  improved  ratio  resulted  from 
higher  egg  prices  and  slightly  lower  feed  costs. 
In  recent  months,  prices  paid  by  producers 
for  laying  feed  have  been  about  the  same  as  a 
year  earlier.  With  higher  egg  prices,  the  egg- 
feed  price  ratio  in  August  was  8.8  compared 
with  8.7  in  August  1968. 

Prices  of  started  pullets  for  the  first 
8  months  of  1969  averaged  $1.68  each,  virtually 
the  same  as  in  the  like  period  in  1968. 

Utilization — Higher  prices  for  shell  eggs 
discouraged   production   of   egg  products  for

the  first  half  of  1969.  Although  liquid  eggs  used 
for  immediate  consumption  were  up  31  percent 
from  a  year  earlier,  total  commercial  breakings 
In  January-July  were  14  percent  below  1968; 
and  the  quantity  used  for  drying  was  down 
20  percent. 

As  egg  prices  declined  seasonally  in  April 
and  May,  breaking  activity  increased  relative 
to  a  year  earlier  and  weekly  deliveries  to 
breakers  in  May  and  June  were  above  1968 
levels.  Increased  prices  for  shell  eggs  in 
July  caused  deliveries  to  again  drop  below 
a  year  earlier.  On  August  1,  cold  storage 
holdings  of  frozen  eggs  were  down  41  percent 
from  a  year  earlier.  However,  this  is  partly 
compensated  by  the  increased  current  usage 
of  liquid  eggs  which  many  users  find  more 
convenient. 

Eggs  used  for  hatching  through  July  this 
year  were  up  6  percent.  The  number  of  eggs 
set  for  egg-type  chicks  was  up  3  percent  and, 
for  broiler-type  chicks  6  percent  On  August  1, 
there  were  five  percent  more  eggs  in  incubators 
than  a  year  earlier— 8  percent  more  egg-type 
and  4  percent  more  broiler-type. 

Combined  exports  of  shell  eggs  and  egg 
products,  for  the  first  7  months  of  1969  were 
10  percent  below  a  year  earlier.  All  the  decrease 
showed  up  in  exports  of  egg  products,  down 
more  than  60  percent  as  a  reflection  of  relatively 
high  domestic  egg  prices. 

USDA  purchased  the  equivalent  of  about 
22.5  million  dozen  shell  eggs  in  the  form  of 
scrambled  egg  mix  in  the  first  half  of  1969— 
10  percent  below  1968.  The  mix  was  for  use 
in  the  Department's  food-help  programs.  Pur- 
chases under  this  program  ended  May  29 
and  amounted  to  15.0  million  pounds  at  a  cost 
of  $13.3  million  compared  with  16.7  million 
pounds  and  $18.0  million  for  1968. 

Outlook 

Production — Egg  production  for  the  rest 
of  1969  likely  will  average  slightly  above 
year  earlier  levels.  As  the  laying  flock  is 
replenished  with  new  pullets  the  rate  of  lay 
is  expected  to  exceed  last  year's  relatively 
low  rate.  Moreover,  in  the  closing  months 
of  the  year  the  size  of  the  laying  flock  may 
slightly  exceed  a  year  earlier.  The  307.6 
million  layers  on  farms  on  September  1  were 
close  to  a  year  earlier.  Also,  the  74.5  mil- 
lion pullets  (over  3  months  old  but  not  yet 
laying)  were  about  the  same  as  the  year  before. 


Meanwhile  there  has  been  heavier  slaughter  of 
older  flocks.  In  January-July,  for  example, 
slaughter  of  egg-type  birds  in  Federally  in- 
spected plants  was  5  percent  above  a  year 
earlier.  By  the  end  of  the  year  this  will  result 
in  a  younger  laying  flock  than  last  year  and  a 
higher  rate  of  lay.  During  May  through  July, 
about  5  percent  more  replacement  chicks  were 
hatched  than  in  the  same  months  of  1968.  Pullet 
chick  placements  in  recent  months  indicate 
about  3  million  more  pullets  than  last  year  in 
younger  age  groups. 

Prices — A  small  increase  in  output  this 
fall,  over  the  fall  of  1968,  probably  will  hold 
egg  prices  near  the  average  of  40.5  cents  a 
dozen  received  by  producers  duringSeptember- 
December  1968. 


BROILERS 


Recent  Situation 

Production— Broiler  meat  production  in 
Federally  inspected  processing  plants  during 
the  first  7  months  of  1969  totaled  3.7  billion 
pounds— up  8  percent  ■  from  a  year  earlier. 
Numbers  marketed  during  the  first  7  months 
were  up  about  7  percent  and  the  average 
weight  was  up  over  1  percent  Weekly  broiler 
output  in  August  averaged  10  percent  above 
a  year  earlier. 

Prices — Unusually  strong  consumer  de- 
mand for  meat  during  the  first  8  months  of 
this  year  kept  broiler  prices  above  a  year 
earlier.  Prices  rose  despite  larger  supplies 
of  both  broilers  and  red  meats.  Wholesale 
prices  of  ready-to-cook  broilers  in  9  cities 
averaged  29.6  cents  per  pound  for  January- 
August— up  7  percent  Prices  increased  in  July 
to  32.8  cents  per  pound,  then  slipped  in  August 
to  31.0  cents,  but  remained  above  the  28.2 
cents  in  August  1968. 

The  broiler-feed  price  ratio  for  January- 
August  averaged  over  3  percent  above  the 
same  months  of  1968.  This  improvement  re- 
flected the  higher  broiler  prices.  The  average 
price  paid  for  broiler  feeds,  although  up  only 
slightly  for  the  period,  trended  upward  and  in 
July  was  5  percent  above  January. 

USDA  Purchases— On  September  5,  1969, 
USDA  began  purchase  of  fresh  frozen  cut-up 
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young  chicken  for  distribution  to  schools  parti- 
cipating in  the  National  School  Lunch  Program. 
Through  mid-September,  buying  totaled  5.5  mil- 
lion pounds  at  a  cost  of  $1.9  million. 

Exports— Exports  of  whole  young  chickens 
and  chicken  parts  (mostly  broilers)  during  the 
first  7  months  1969  were  up  7  percent  in  volume. 
Exports  of  whole  young  chickens  were  up  20 
percent  and  chicken  parts  up  about  3  percent. 

Poultry  exports  to  Switzerland  under 
USDA's  Export  Payment  Program  during  Jan- 
uary-July totaled  6.4  million  pounds.  This 
program  was  reactivated  in  April  1968  to 
enable  U.S.  broiler  exporters  to  compete  in 
Switzerland,  where  other  supplies  operating 
under  subsidy  programs  were  underselling  U.S. 
chickens.  Since  April  1968  a  total  of  about  20.0 
million  pounds  have  been  contracted  for  export 
to  Switzerland  at  a  program  cost  of  about  $3.5 
million. 

Outlook 

Broiler  production  in  July  and  August 
continued  well  above  a  year  earlier,  and  the 
same  situation  is  likely  in  coming  months. 
For  example,  weekly  chick  placements  that 
will  provide  slaughter  supplies  during  October 
are  up  6  percent;  and  on  the  basis  of  eggs 
in  incubators,  slaughter  into  November  pro- 
bably will  be  up  about  a  tenth.  The  hatchery 
supply  flock  has  been  increased  substantially 
from  a  year  earlier,  and  could  support  a 
larger  increase  in  production.  However,  pro- 
ducers so  far  have  exercised  restrain  to  avoid 
excessive  increases  that  could  lead  to  de- 
pressed prices. 

Prices— Broiler  prices  will  be  under 
pressure  in  coming  months  from  the  larger 
than  year-earlier  supplies  of  broilers  and  red 
meats.  Beef  cattle  prices  have  declined  since 
the  summer  high  and  may  this  fall  as  the 
larger  number  of  cattle  on  feed  moves  to 
market,  And  hog  prices  are  expected  to  decline 
as  slaughter  increases  seasonally. 


TURKEYS 


Recent  Situation 

Production— The  106.4  million  turkeys 
being  raised  in  1969  total  about  the  same  as 
the  previous  year.  But  turkey  meat  production 


will  likely  be  above  a  year  earlier,  because 
of  heavier  average  slaughter  weights.  By  re- 
gions, production  increases  of  10  percent  in 
the  South  Atlantic,  8  percent  in  North  Atlantic 
and  1  percent  in  the  South  Central  and  West 
will  be  more  than  offset  by  declines  in  the 
large  producing  areas  of  the  East  North  Central 
(6  percent)  and  West  North  Central  regions 
(5  percent).  Current  production  levels  are 
sharply  below  the  126.6  million  raised  in 
1967. 

The  mix  of  heavy  and  light  breeds  has 
continued  to  change  in  1969,  The  number  of 
heavy  breed  turkeys  has  increased  by  1.8  mil- 
lion birds  while  light  breeds  have  declined 
by  about  an  equal  number.  In  1969  light  breed 
turkeys  are  expected  to  account  for  about  11 
percent  of  the  total  number  compared  with 
13  percent  in  1968. 

Turkey  producers  in  January-July  market- 
ed 4  percent  more  turkeys— 12  percent  more 
young  turkeys,  and  about  18  percent  fewer 
fryer  roasters  and  old  turkeys  than  in  the 
same  months  of  1968.  Average  liveweight  of 
turkeys  marketed  in  this  period  was  up  2  per- 
cent to  16.8  pounds  per  bird.  A  3  percent 
weight  increase  in  fryer-roasters  more  than 
offset  lighter  weights  of  both  the  young  and 
old  turkeys. 

Turkey  meat  production;  ready-to-cook 
weight,  during  January-July  in  Federally  in- 
spected plants  totaled  378  million  pounds,  6 
percent  above  1968.  The  higher  average  weight 
and  12  percent  larger  marketings  of  young 
turkeys  more  than  offset  fewer  fryer-roasters 
and  old  turkeys  marketed. 

Volume  of  turkeys  used  for  further  pro- 
cessing and  cutting  up  continued  to  increase 
through  July.  During  January-July  242  million 
pounds  were  used  in  further  processing,  up 
25  percent  and  83  million  pounds  or  31  per- 
cent more  turkey  was  cut  up  than  in  the  same 
period  of  1968. 

Prices— Returns  to  producers  for  turkeys 
in  the  first  8  months  of  1969  averaged  20.4 
cents  a  pound— up  1.5  cents  from  the  same 
months  in  1968."  Prices  rose  from  a  low  of 
19.6  cents  in  February  to  20.9  cents  in  August. 
In  the  early  months  of  the  year,  prices  were 
held  down  by  large  cold  storage  stocks.  On 
January  1,  1969,  these  stocks  totaled  317  mil- 
lion pounds  compared  with  367  million  a  year 
earlier  but  still  above  most  other  recent  years. 
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By  July  1  they  were  reduced  to  119 
million  pounds  compared  with  the  record  185 
million  pounds  for  this  date  a  year  earlier. 
Cold  storage  stocks  began  rising  seasonally 
in  July  and  on  August  1  totaled  168  million 
pounds,  about  58  million  pounds  below  a  year 
earlier. 

USDA  Purchases— On  August  21,theUSDA 
began  buying  young,  whole  ready-to-cook  frozen 
turkeys  from  1969  production  for  use  in  school 
lunches.  Funds  for  these  purchases  are 
authorized  under  Section  32  of  Public  Law 
74-320.  Through  September  11,  a  total  of  14.2 
million  pounds  has  been  purchased  at  a  cost 
of  $4.8  million.  This  compared  with  37.9  mil- 
lion pounds  and  $12.6  million  through  approxi- 
mately the  same  date  in  1968.  USDA  purchases 
through  September  11,  of  canned  boned  turkey 
from  the  1969  crop  distribution  to  needy  families 
totaled  1,132,200  dozen  cans,  equivalent  to  46.2 
million  pounds  ready-to-cook  basis  at  a  total 
cost  of  $20.8  million.  No  canned  boned  turkey 
was   purchased   during   this   period  of  1968. 

Military  Buying— Military  purchases  of 
turkey  in  the  first  6  months  of  1969  totaled 
17.0  million  pounds  compared  with  24.3  mil- 
lion in  1968. 

Exports— Exports  of  turkey  in  January- 
July  totaled  16.5  million  pounds  (ready-to-cook 
basis).  This  compares  with  17.9  million  pounds 


in  the  same  months  of  1968.  Exports  of  turkey 
parts,  accounting  for  the  bulk  of  foreign  sales, 
were  down  about  1  percent;  those  of  whole 
turkeys  were  down  31  percent.  In  recent  years, 
30-40  percent  of  annual  volume  was  exported 
in  the  first  7  months. 

Outlook 

Production— Turkey  meat  production  for 
the  rest  of  1969  may  be  slightly  above  a  year 
earlier.  The  number  of  poults  hatched  during 
March-June  was  down  1  percent,  Continuing 
the  trend  of  1968,  hatchings  of  heavy  breed 
poults  were  up  and  hatchings  of  light  breed 
poults  were  down.  Although  the  number  of 
turkeys  available  for  the  heavy  marketing  sea- 
son, September-December,  may  be  down  slightly 
from  last  year,  the  larger  portion  of  heavy 
breed  birds  may  raise  total  ready-to-cook 
weights  above  a  year  earlier. 

Prices — Prices  received  by  producers 
for  live  turkey  so  far  this  year  have  averaged 
1  to  2  cents  per  pound  above  a  year  earlier, 
despite  large  cold  storage  stocks.  With  smaller 
stocks,  about  the  same  production,  and  a  seasonal 
pickup  in  demand  turkey  prices  are  expected 
to  be  bolstered  in  coming  months.  Prices  in 
September-December  likely  will  average  at 
least  moderately  above  those  of  August,  and 
also  above  the  21.1  cents  in  those  months  of 
1968.
